Truck Is Knocked Into 
Building by Force of 
Impact, Taking Life of 
E. S. Garrett Jr. 


One man was killed and two others | 
were injured seriously in a collision 
late Tuesday night between a heavily- 
loaded track and a light sedan at the 
intersection of Marietta and Ashby 
streets. 

E. S. Garrett Se. 21, of Loganville, 
was killed. He was,riding on the 
truck, loaded with brick, which was 
driven by A. J. Webb, 27, also of 
Loganville. John W. Smoak, of 
Whitefoord avenue, an engineer on the 
Southern railway, was the driver of 
the sedan.’ He was said to be serious- 
ly hurt at Grady hospital where he 


Was taken, 

According to police reports, Webb 
was proceeding down Marietta street 
in the direction of town. Smoak, it 
was said, was on his way tu work at 
the Southern shops when the cars 
collided. The force of the blow over- 
turned the sedan and jammed the 
truck between a telephone pole and 
the wall of the Atlanta Plow Company 
plant. The truck was telescoped. 

Garrett was caught in the truck un- 
der the dashboard, and it was neces- 
sary to hook the rear of the truck to 
n street car in order to dislodge the 
hody. Webb was thrown clear, and 
attaches at the hospital said his in- 
juries were not dangerous. X-ray pic- 
tures were being made late Tuesday 
night of Smoak for possible fractures 
of the skull. 

The body of Garrett was taken to 
the funeral establishment of J. Austin 
Dillon. Webb and Smoak were taken 
to the hospital in a Brandon, Bond 
& Condon ambulance. 

A large crowd which gathered at 
the accident were endangered by live}. 
wires broken from the pole against 
which the truck was jammed. Radio 
Patrolmen L. E. Ratledge and W. A. 
Maddox. who were cruising in the 
neighborhood, were on the scene with- 
ing a_few minutes after the accident 
and investigated it. Telephones in 
the neighborhood were thrown out 
of order when the wires were brok- 
en from the poles. Traffic was held 
up for more than an hour by the 
wrecked cars and the crowd.

HIGHWAY BOARD 
UST PROJECTS 
OF RELIEF PLAN 


Contract for $2,000,000 in 
Roads and Bridges Will 
Be Let at Meeting on 
August 16. 


The Georgia highway board Tues- 
day made public a list of road projects 
on which -contracts will be awarded 
August 16, bringing $2,000,000 in fed- 
eral funds to the relief of the unem- 
ployed in this state. 

Before the end of the year another 
$3,000,000, also federal money, will be 
similarly expended, the contracts to be 
awatded under present plans at the 
rate of about $1,000,000 a month. 

Assurance that all possible em- 


ployment relief will be afforded in the 
construction projects is provided in a 
section of the federal law making the 
funds available, which specifies that 
men and not machines shall be given 
the work when hand labor can be eco- 
nomically employed. 

Another federal requirement is that 
the contractor must select his men 
“as far as it is possible’ from lists 
furnished by county employment com- 
mittees, giving preference to ex-service 
men where qualified. Should county 
committees fail to provide such lists, 
the contractor may émploy whom ‘he 
wishes, but still must give preference 
to ex-service men. He is given the 
right to discharge incompetents, 

Minimum Wage Set. 

The only condition under which the 
county employment lists may be dis- 
regarded is a satisfactory showing that 
the lists are prepared in “unfair and 
discriminatory” fashion. 

Minimum wage scales of 20 cents 
an hour for unskilled labor and 3U 
cents for skilled workers, and a max- 
imum work week of 30 hours a Man 
are required. The coptractor may work 
as many shifts as h® likes, so long as 
‘no man works more than the prescrib- 
ed 30 hours. A charge of more than 
50 cents a day for food and lodging in 
construction camps will be construed 
as a violation of the wage scale re- 
quirement. Sworn copies of pay rolls 
must be submitted to the state high- 
wavy board.

Earlier in the day Judge H. F. At- 
kinson had overruled a defense mo- 
tion for continuance to September 15 
to permit attendance by a physician 
on whom Lancaster's attorneys said 
they relied heavily. 

Lancaster is charged with t#e mur- 


der of Clarke, young author who suc- 
ceeded him as fiance to Mrs. Keith- 


Miller, Australian aviatrix. Mrs. 
Keith-Miller has been 
flying partner since their London- 
Australia flight five years ago, and 
was the subject of a book being writ- 
ten by Clarke at the time of his 
death. 

The shooting, which Lancaster and 
the aviatrix have steadfastly insisted 
was suicide, took place April 21. The 
flyer was indicted two weeks later on 
a first-degree murder charge. 

The 12 jurymen were wicked from 
a special venire of 100 men and after 
16 prospective jurors had been chal- 
lenged by State Attorney N. Vernon 
Hawthorne and James M. Carson, 
chief of Lancaster's defense counsel.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(4)— 
The United States teday announced 
its willingness to take part in a world 
economic conference with the under- 
standing that silver would he one of 
the subjects discussed and that rep- 
arations, international debts and 
specific tariff rates would be barred. 

The meeting, an outgrowth of the 
recent Lausanne conference, differs 
from that proposed by Senator Borah, 


of Idaho, in that be called for a con- 
sideration of revision of war debts in 
return for European disarmament and 
reparations cancellation. 

The senator will speak in Minneap- 
olic tomorrow fight in the first of a 
series of addresses in which he will 


take his proposal to the country. 

The note of acceptance was deliver- | 
ed Jate today to the British embassy. 
It briefly outlined American accep- 
tance of the British invitation and 
said the three representatives of this 
country would be named later. 

The invitation to participate in the 
conference, a date for which bas not 
been set, asked this government to 
name three persons to represent it on 
the three preliminary committees. One 
will help arrange the conference it- 
self. The other two will be comprised 
of experts on economic aud financial 
matters and will make a preliminary 
survey of these subjects. 

The main questions to be dealt 
with are monetary and credit policies, 
exchange difficulties, the level of 
prices, and the movement of capital.

tion to tariff policies, prohibitions and

Across the Potomac river from the 
dingy morgue where the inquest wus 
held, one of ‘the dead—William 
Hushka, of Chicago—had been givea 
military honors in burial a few hours 
before in the Arlington National ceime- 


tery. 

Eric Carlson, of Oakland, Cal.. the 
second victim of police guns as a 
group of veterans advanced menacing- 
ly toward police near the’ capitol last 
Thursday, succumbed to his wounds 
early this morning. Whether he, too. 
would be buried here among those 
who have died-in the nation’s wars 
was undeterminéd tonight.

BUSINESS UPTURN 
S NOTED IN JULY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(#)-—An 
upward. movement in the business 
situation was notéd today by the de- 
partment of commerce. 

In July, it said, there was a cessa- 
tion of the outward flow of gold and 
a moderate return movement, a gen- 
eral strengthening of the bond mar- 
ket resulting in improved prices, a 
halt in the urgent liquidation in the 
stock market and an advance in prices 
of a number of important commodities. 

While the department made no pre- 
dietions; business and «financial ex- 
perts pointed out that previous hard 
times had ended during the’ summer 
months when gradual upward move- 
ments had started in commodity prices, 
industry had begun to manufacture 
and sell at a profit, even if slight, and 
the movement of farm products had 
brought about an increased biying. 
They said improvement in the past 
had not been noticed until six or 
seven months after the change had 
' come, 
| The improvement noted in July by 
'the department came after further re- 
| cessio=:s in June and was heralded as 
constructive developments that have 
“eontribufed to an improvement in 
sentiment.” 

The adjusted index of manufactur- 
ing activity showed several industries 
recording advances, after adjustment 
for seasonal factors. These advances 
were made by the automobile, textile, 
cement and tobacco industries. 

The report said the downward trend 
in employment and payrolls had not 
been arrested and that factory em- 
ployment was off 3.5 per cent in June 
and pay rolls 7.8 to 43 per cent of the 
1923-1925 aterage.

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FLAYED BY GRISP 


Governor’s Stand on 
Buses and Bonus De- 
manded by Congressman 


CALHOUN,,. Ga., Aug. 2—Making 
his second speech this week in the 
seventh district, and introduced here 
again today by his colleague, Congress- 
man M. . Tarver, Congressman 
Charles R. Crisp asserted that “now, 
more than ever in our country’s his- 
tory, should the people elect men to 
publie office with backbone—men who 
will -not dodge and duck the issues 
facing the states and the nation.” 

Particularly, Congressman Crisp 
asked Governor. Richard B. Russell 
Jr., his opponent, to tell the people 
of Georgia where he stands on lezis- 
lation affecting the buses and trucks, 
on the payment of the balance of the 
soldiers’ bonus and for what reasons 
he declined to heed the cali of the 
farmers for an extra session of the 
general assembly Jast year. 

Applause frequently marked the 
hours speech of the veteran house 
member, now asking promotion to the 
senate, and his friends here told him 
that Governor Russell's criticism of 
the tax on electric energy. “‘since it 
has been so clearly explained to the 
people and since a great federal judge 
has pointed out why it was necessary 
for it to be placed on the consumer, 
had proven a boomerang.” 

They were referring to his citation 
of a statement made by Judge Samuel 
H. Sibley, of the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals, to the effect that 
unless the tax had been placed on the 
consumer, the power companies would 
have requested the public service com- 
missions to pass it on and if the com- 
missions refused the courts would re- 
quire them to put it on the consumer.

Apple Pie.—Four to six tart apples 
(more if small, double if small green 
apples), pastry, three-fourths cup 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon cinnamon, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, two table. 
spoons butter. Pare, core and slice 
the apples. Line a deep pie pan with 
pastry. spread a layer of apples over 
the bottom, sprinkle with a mixture 
of the sugar, cinnamon, and salt, dot 
with butter, and repeat until all are 
used. Add the top sheet of pastry. 
Put pie in moderately hot oven (400 
degrees F.) for 10 .ainutes, lower the 
temperature to more moderate heat 
(375 degrees F.), and bake the pie 
for 30 to 35 minutes, or until the ap- 
ples are tender and the crust is 
golden brown.
